WORTH $013,000, 
WITNESS DECLARES 


Annual Income From Property 
Is $32,400, J. C. Van Riper 
Testifi 


J. C. Van Riper, president of the 
American Trust Co., testified today in 
the suit of Henry B. Graham, to set 
aside a trust which he executed in 
May, 1916, making John E. Bishop 
and the American Trust Co. trustee 
of his estate. Van Riper was the first 
witness called for the defense in the 
case, which is on trial in Judge 
Jones’ Court. 

It was brought out in Van Riper’s 
testimony that the gross value of 
Gruham’s property was about $613,- 


000, and the yearly income on it 
$32,420. Van Riper was asked 


whether he had not said to Frank 
Hayes, during a golf game at the 
Bellerive Country Club, that the 
property was worth only $30,000. He 
denied having said this, and said he 
would not discuss a business matter 
on the golf links. 

Van Riper was asked about rec- 
ords which showed that.the Ameri- 
can Trust Co. had lent money to the 
Graham trust estate at 6 per cent 
interest, while at the same time the 
trust estate was borrowing money 
from the National Bank of Com- 
merce at 5 per cent. 

He replied tha tthe Bank of Com- 
merce loan was for a short term, and 
that the American Trust Co., at that 
time, had no money to lend at 5 oer 
cent. The estate, he said, paid no 
higher interest than the company 
would have charged any other bor- 
rower. 

He was asked why it was under- 
taken to make the trust irrevocable, 
and he said that a revocable trust 
would mean that usiness deals 
might be interfered with at any 
time by Graham, and that whatever 
the trustees succeeded in accomplish- 
ing for the estate might in this way 
be upset. 

The defense is contending that the 
trust is irrevocable. Graham is try- 
ing to have it set aside, in order to 
establish a new trust which shall 
protect the wer rights of his pres- 
ent wife, hi& fourth, whom he mar- 
ried since the trust was executed.
